Their screams of agony brought ^u.ard<3 
und other prison attaches but the (lames drove hack members o£ tha 
rescue party each time they attempted to liberate the negroes, who one by 
one fell back into the flames and perished. 


The building was constructed ten years ago of the lumber taken from, 


a discarded penitentiary. 
There rras no fire fighting apparatus at the 


farm and the first floor of the building was filled with inliarniuablo 
material. 
Farmers of the vicinity burned to the jnil to help fight tho 


flre but their efforts were unavailing. 
The convicts all were worked in 


the cotton fields of the state farm and were housed in the cage at night. 
Among them were some desperate criminals serving long sentences. Ths 
Oakley farm is one o£ the most important in the state, the,' state prison 
hospital being located there. No other-building was in danger, however.'
